“WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The Fuel 
Administration today issued an order 
directing the 700 coal mines which are 
served by the Pennsylvania Railroad to 
supply that company on a pro rata basis 
with the fuel needed for its operation.

The order made public today was the 
first flat declaration by the Govern-

DUTCH OUTLOOK SERIOUS 


Coal Shows Them the Allies 
Mean Business. 


Special Cable to Top NEW YORK TIMES. 
THE HAGUE, Oct. 11.—The cessa- 
tion of all commercial cable communi- 
cation has caused considerable appre- 
hension in Holland. This restriction is 
due to the Dutch Government's failure 
to comply with the wishes of the British 
Government to stop all German traffic 
by Dutch waterways in certain ma- 
terials of war. 

The semi-official Nieuwe Courant at 
the end of a iong article declares that 
these reprisals of the British Govern- 
ment show a lack of confidence-in Hol- 
land’s neutrality. It argues that, since 
the traffic in question is guaranteed to 
be non-military, the British Government 
may rest assured that, except for a few 
Amsterdam papers and _ speculators, 
everybody in Holland will prefer to 
submit to these reprisals rather than 
abandon the course once chosen. 

The pro-German Vaderland expresses 
the hope that the Dutch Government will 
still be able to convince the British Gov- 
ernment of the injustice of this inter- 
pretation of international law or to de- 
cide the point by arbitration.

Over 100 Punished for Naval — 
Discontent Began at Start 1 New U- Boat War 


WILL STAND. BY BY 


AMSTERDAM, Oct. N 2 to reports here, the discon- 
tent in the German Navy began eight months ago, and the men of 
the fleet had reached such a nervous state, owing to the prolonged 
high tension, that only a spark was needed to cause an explosion. 
On board the warships involved it is said large numbers of pam- 
phlets were found dealing with the cause of the war and asking why 
Germany became the most hated nation in the world. Others dilated 
on the influence of Junkerdom and the big manufacturing interests 
and purported to give the truth about “the men behind the war.“ 

Fairly reliable accounts put the number of men condemned to 
penal servitude at thirty, whose sentences range from five to fifteen 
years, while 80 to 100 were given lighter sentences. 

The Vorwärts in its report of the Reichstag debate quotes Herr

THE HAGUE, Oct. 11.—Chancellor 
Michaelis has won, for the time, at 
least, his struggle with the Reichstag 
majority. His dramatic disclosure of 
the naval mutiny at Wilhelmshaven not 
only broke up the combination against 
Vice Chancellor Helfferich and the Gov- 
ernment, but also enabled him once 
again to evade tre threatening crisis 
over the bse of official annexation- 
ist propaganda in the army. 
The Wilhelmshaven revelation 
classic example of the political red 
ring, the Reichstag Opposition Being: 
completely thrown oft the original went. 
The actual crisis depended on two im- 
ple factors—tfirst, the Reichstag héartily 
dislikes Helfferich, and, as Georg Bern- 
hard said in the Vossische Zeitung. be- 
lieves him to have muddled every State 
undertaking with which he has been in- 
trusted. Helfferich is kept in power, his 
opponents assert, solely by the enor- 
mous -Berlin banking influence, whose 
representative he is. The second factor 
was the official character of the sup- 
port for the annexationist Fatherland 
Party, which has been gaining strength 
even in quarters where hitherto the ma- 


jority party has been paramount. This 


‘was largely achieved by an assumption 
of nonpartisan character. 

These were the main factors on which 
at the end of last week a solid Reichs- 
tag majority had determined to unseat 
Michaelis and his Cabinet, if it was pos- 
sible to do so. Both independent and 
majority Socialist organs emphasize to- 
day statements that the mutiny story 
had absolutely nothing to do with con- 
fidence in Helfferich or the Chancellor. 
According to Michaelis’s own statement, 
the only partly involved in any way in 
the mutiny was the Independent Social- 
ist, which notoriously votes against the 
Government on all occasions. 

Nevertheless, the majority backbone 
was so weak that this revelation was 
enough to destroy its fighting unity. 
The complete overturning of parties is 
considered a strong indication that some 
sections of the majority were only wait- 
ing for a sufficient excuse to change 
front. Until the question was brought 
out in the Reichstag not one word re- 
garding the naval mutiny had leaked 
out. 

The Vossische Zeitung and the Tage- 
blatt both describe the von Capelle dis- 
closures as incautious, untimely, and in- 
effective. The former says that the 
Chancellor was alone responsible for the 
‘* regrettable coup following all too 


ferich.’’ Even the Annexationist Co- 
logne Volkszeitung states today that the 
crisis is still acute. 

Vorwärts roundly asserts that Mich- 
aelis has played his last trump badly 
and lost the game. His retirement, the 
paper says, is imminent. 

If newspaper statements correctly rep- 
resent the feeling in the Reichstag, it 
would appear that the majority may yet 
hold together sufficiently to unseat 
Michaelis and his Cabinet.

PETROGRAD, Tuesday, Oct. 9, (via 
London, Oct. 11.)—The Novaya Zhisn 
publishes today a letter on peace from 
Baron Rosen, former Russian Ambassa- 
dor at Washington and Tokio. The jux- 
taposition of Rosen with the Novaya 
Zhizn is incongruous, but he says other 
papers refused to print his letter. 

The substance of his long communica- 
tion is that the time has come to con- 
clude peace on the principle of no an- 
nexations and no indemnities, and that 
the Allies should take the initiative in 
making proposals.

OUR WATER FESTIVAL. 

When that historic spring of fresh, 
sweet water which filled the well of 
GERARDUS HARDENBROOK was turned 
over to the* citizens of New York, 
who had been forced previously ‘to 
content themselves with the brackish 
water of the downtown pumps, ‘the in- 
stitution of the tea water pump as a 
new source of supply was duly cele- 
brated with great spirit. No civic 
celebration could exceed in its pro- 
portion of enthusiasm to population 
that of New York seventy-five years 
ago next Sunday when the Croton 
system was completed and an ample 
and seemingly inexhaustible supply of 
good water secured. But the city grew 
in immensity, and the development of 
the Croton system could not keep pace 
with its requirements for water. It 
was not until the dry years of 1895 
and 1896, however, that the danger of 
a water famine was thoroughly real- 
ized. Then began the term ot pro- 
tracted. debate and experimentation 
which ended with the acceptance of 
the prodigious plan of water supply 
called Catskill. Commissioners were 
appointed by Mayor MCCLELIan in 
June, 1905, and Mr. J. Walno Smiru 
was named Chief Engineer, a position 
he still deservedly holds; in August of 
that year. An experimental shaft was 
sunk at the Storm King end of ‘the 
Hudson River siphon in February, 
1907, and actual work of constructing 
the aqueduct was begun in Tung 0 
that year. 3 

Ten years later tis gigantic work 


of engineering and construction 18 


finished. It hag cost 8140. 000. 000. 
and there has been no waste. It has 
not been delayed by labor strikes or 
accidents. Its conduct from first to 
last has been distinguished by a high 
order of administrative ability, ” and 
one by one its huge problems have 
deen solved.
